Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State qfj&finnesota?

SECTION 1 That so much territory as is comprised
within the following described limits, coincident with
the lines of the U. S. land surveys when run and
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' marked, be, and the same is hereby established as the
county of Beltrami:

Beginning at the point where the line between
ranges thirty-eight (38) and thirty-nine (39), inter-
sects the line between townships one hundred and
forty-two (142) and one hundred and forty-three
(143); thence northwardly on said range to the north-
west corner of township one hundred and fifty-four
(154J, range thirty-eight (38); thence eastwardly on
the line between townships one hundred and fifty-
four (154) and one hundred and fifty-five (155) to the
line between ranges twenty-nine (29) and thirty (30),
or to the nearest range line east of the mouth of Tur-
tle river; thence southwardly on said range line to
the centre of the main channel of the Mississippi
river; thence up the centre of the main channel of
said river to its intersection with the line between
townships one hundred and forty-two (142) and one
hundred and forty-three, (143); thence westwardly
along said township line to the place of beginning.

SEC, 2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with
this act are hereby repealed.

SEC. 3. This act shall take effect from and after its
passage.
